proper attitude for Great Britain to 
adopt.

ifists, he declared that it was useless 
to attempt to discuss peace unless the 
enemy meant peace.

he was glad to say that this country 
had been able to give not less assist-

cabinet 
idea had 


been adopted by all the belligerents. 
He repeated Premier Lloyd George's 
challenge .that if the house of com- 
mons did not have confidence in the 
government it oug-ht to get a govern- 
ment which would carry on the work 
better than tho present government. 
But until the house did this it was 
the duty of the members to avoid any 
criticism which would only be damag- 
ing. 


"I have no more interest in this 


prime minister than I 
had 
in the 
last," declared Mr. Bonar Law. "and 
I wish to see fair play for both. But 
I would rather see at the head of the 
government a man who makes the mis- 
take of heing over-sanguine and over- 
buoyant than a man who suffers from 
pessimism."

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14—Diplomatic 
Washington was shocked today by the 
news of the sudden death in Ottawa of 
Sir Cecil Arthur Spring-Rice, who. af- 
ter nearly five years' service as Kritish 
ambassador to the United States re- 
tired early last month in favor of Lord 
Reading. 


Although it had been known that 


Sir Cecil had desired for a long time 
before his retirement to be relieved of 
his heavy duties, no intimation was 
given when he left Washington that 
he was in ill health. 
Officials 
here 


pointed out, however, that ho had been 
under tremendous strain from the re- 
sponsibilities . devolving: upon him, es- 
pecially during the negotiations on the 
operation of the allied blockade before 
the United States entered the war. 


It was known that he tendered h!s 
resignation during tho visit here of 
Arthur J. Balfour, to take effect at the. 
convenience of the foreign office. 
His 


retirement was announced from Lon- 
don on Jan. 2, in connection with a re- 
organization of personnel of the Brit- 
ish diplomatic service which also re- 
tired Lord Bertie as British ambassa- 
dor at Paris. 


The embassy here was in charge of 


Colville Barclay, its counsellor, until 
Lord Reading arrived this week. 


Sir Cecil, .who became British am- 
bassador here May e, 1913, succeeding 
James Bryce, now Viscouiit Bryce, was 
born in 1S59 and spent many years in 
the British diplomatic service. 
lie 
came to Washington first as third as- 
sistant secretary of the embassy in 
1S86 and was appointed Doting second 
secretary to act as secretary of the 
British delegation to the international 
marine conference Aug. 27, 1SS9. After 
serving for a time at Brussels and To- 
kio, he was again transferred to Wash- 
ington in 3S93. He was successively 
charge d'affaires and minister to Per- 
sia from 1900 to 190S. He then became 
minister to Sweden and left Stockholm 
to accept the ambassadorship here, lie 
was created JC.C.M.G. in 1906. 


His difficult disk here during the 
early years of the war in inducing the 
American 
government to accept with 


equanimity the oppressive regulations 
of the entente blockade was looked up- 
on as an unusual achievement- What 
diplomats regard as some of the most 
ingenious and remarkable state papers 
in the history of foreign intercourse 
found their origin in the British em- 
bassy here in support of the policies 
adopted to meet Germany's disregard 
of the established rules of warfare.

Sir Robert Borden, the prime minis- 


ter, today issued a statement saying: 


"The news of Sir Cecil .Spring-Rice's 


sudden and untimely death will be re- 
ceived with deep sorrow throughout 
the dominion and especially by those 
who had the privilege of intimate ac- 
quaintance and friendship with him."

the vast legacy of debt that will be 
bequeathed by the war. It has not 
been long at it but according to H. 
Wilson-Fox, M.P., a prominent mem- 
ber of the committee, 
it Is making 


highly satisfactory 
progress in the 


solution of the problem. 


As outlined by Wilson-Fox 
in 
an 


addicss before tlie Royal Colonial in- 
stitute, the collossal sums needed are 
to be obtained by the state developing: 
certain resources of the empire on a 
huge scale a.nd turning over the prof- 
its to tho national treasury. 
One of 


these is fish of which. Mr. Wilson-Fox 
said, unlimited supplies could be ob- 
tained from 
Canada 
and 
Newfound- 


land. 
This fish, it was asserted, could 


be sold in the 
United Kingdom 
at 


prices far below those ruling before 
the war, provide a good living- for all 
engaged in the work, and yield the 
state a profit 
of from 
£25,000,000 to 


£50,000,000 a year. 


Another proposal was that the state 


should participate in ;the supply and 
distribution of the palm products ob- 
tained in the empire which are daily 
becoming- of greater 
importance 
as 


articles of food. 
From this, it was 


calculated, 
the 
profit 
would 
soon 


amount to £50,000.000 annually. 
An- 


other £100,000,000 a year, it was es- 
timated, could be derived by the state 
from electricity for light and power 
to be provides at much cheaper rates 
than private companies charged. 


The home government, it was sug- 


gested, should co-operate with Canada 
'- the early development and sale of 
large tracts of corn land. 


If a grant of 200,000,000 acres could 


negotiated, the committee believed, 


the nation's food supply would be as 
sured and within a quarter of a cen- 
tury the sale of farms in this area 
would pay off a. large portion of the 
empire's debt.
